Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's Representative discussed amendments to the claims to 
overcome the rejections made under 35 USC 112, second paragraph in the last Office action. In particular, Applicant's 
Representative proposed amending the preamble of claim 1 to delete reference to determining the stability of a 
semiconductor packaging material, and also explained how the values for Tg, delta T1 and delta T2 are definite and 
known in claims 1, 20 and 28. Applicant's Representative also explained how the terms "substantially" and 
"essentially" are legally different in claims 1 and 6, in claims 20 and 21 and in claims 28 and 29. Applicant's 
Representative indicated that claims 1 3-14 would be amended to recite that N is either equal to or greater than 2. In 
conclusion, it was agreed that steps would be added to claim 20 indicating that when no significant difference in the 
measured characteristic between the control sample and the test sample exists, the test sample is determined to be 
stable whereas when a significant difference does exist, the test sample is determined to be not stable. All . 
amendments and arguments presented will be considered. . .

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1 , 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt.

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.
